THE GAME IN THE NEAR EAST 
The possibility of a great war in the 


East is agitating the statesmen of 


i Europe, and even of the United States, as 
'.a result of the crisis at Constantinople. In 
spite of the acute differences in British 
land French policy, we think the proba- 
'bility is there will be no war. Neverthe- 
less it is the differences in policy that have 
'forced Great Britain to proclaim her wil- 
;lingness to defend Constantinople and 
(Thrace against Turkish attacks in case 
the allies refuse to come to her support. 
KJreat, Britain must accept the political re- 
sponsibility for the disastroiis Greek cam- 
paign, undertaken primarily to espand 
Greek power at the expense of her an- 
cient enemy. 
Instead of solidifying her 


hold on Thrace, this war has temporarily 
ruined Greek prestige in the Balkans. 


In spite of this disaster and perhaps 


the error of British policy in relation to 
Greece, we must, still approve British pur- 
pose to prevent Turkey from regaining a 
foothold in Europe. Thp terms of the ar- 
mistice call for the expulsion of the Turk 
from Europe and if there was any one 
thing on which the allies agreed in the 
peace settlement, it was that Turkish pow- 
er be hereafter confined to Asia. Ameri- 
can sentiment was unanimous in affirming 
the righteousness of this step for it had 
long since reached the conclusion that the 
only way the atrocities of the Turk and 
his sinister influence in European politics 
could be properly controlled was by ex- 
pelling him altogether from Europe and 
segregating him where he could do the 
least harm. 


The French disagreed with the British 


in the Greek policy and chose to support 
the so-called Nationalists of Turkey. 
This break was because of political and 
icommercial rivalry in the Near East, and 
'an apparent conflict of interests in that 
{quarter. 
The French have come out on 


jtop in this test, but so strongly that their 
fown interests are threatened not only iu 
{Europe proper but in northern Africa by 
the possibility of a re-occupation of the 
Gallipoli peninsula by the Turks. 
Every 


dictate of prudence and peace demands 
that the Turk be halted at the Darda- 
nelles. 
France knows this as well as 


Great Britain, but France contends that 
the Kemalists can be dissuaded from an 
(attack on Thrace by diplomacy more eas- 
\ily than with guns. Here again she may 
jbe correct, but British diplomacy rests on 
[the foundation that war with a weaker 
'.adversary is generally avoided when the 
(determination to fight is clearly made 
fknown. 


I 
Perhaps Lloyd George will make the 


concessions suggested by French policy 
in dealing with the victorious Kemalists. 
British public opinion seems to be against 
xrar. and there is no doubt that it can be 
avoided by a strong and united stand on 
the part of Great Britain, France and 
Italy. 
American opinion will incline to 


the belief that British purposes can be 
sustained by peaceful persuasion, and it is 
altogether likely that an agreement in this 
respect will be promptly reached between 
France and Great Britain. Lloyd George 
must, however, be commended for his vig- 
orous stand and the grim decision to risk 
the war with Turkey, and probably Rus- 
sia thrown in, to maintain the freedom 
of the Dardanelles and to keep the Turk 
out of Europe.

COMMUNITY OF INTEREST NEEDED 


E-ecently one of the large department 


stores of Milwaukee announced that op- 
portunity was presented to its employes 
to purchase stock in the reorganized com- 
pany. 
The offering was described as a 


move in the direction of profit sharing and 
to give employes what was regarded as a 
safe, sound and secure investment. It is 
said that many of the employes took ad- 
vantage of the offer and purchased stock. 


The United States £teel corporation 


was the first of the great industrial con- 
cerns of the United States to invite and 
assist its employes to the acquisition of 
its stock. 
"We think the arguments in 


favor of this kind of a partnership be- 
tween employer and employe are strong. 
Not only does it beget a friendly interest 
in the company on the part of the employe, 
but it makes it possible for him to share 
in its prosperity, beyond the point of 
wages. To whatever extent he is a share- 
holder he participates in the benefits and 
profits of the investment, in addition to 
what, he receives for his daily service. Of 
course he must assume his proportionate 
share of responsibility in the management 
and must take adversity and loss along 
with success and profit. 
He must stand 


exactly in the shoes of the men who are 
conducting the business in respect to its 
risks. 


It may be objected that in large compa- 


nies the holdings of the individual em- 
ploye would be so small as to be negligi- 
ble, and that he would never have any 
real voice in the policies or management 
of the business. 
"While this is true of the 


individual it would not be true of the em- 
ployes as a. whole should they choose their 
interests and act unitedly. Furthermore, 
so far as profits arc concerned an invest- 
ment in a large and strongly established 
concern is more likely to be secure and 
desirable than in a small one. 


Men who are willing to save and make 


sacrifices in order to possess such invest- 
ments are the kind who gradually increase 
them until they become the foundation of 
a competence that ultimately makes them 
independent. It is men who are not wil- 
ling to take advantage of these opportuni- 
ties and who will not and cannot save, no 
matter how much they earn, and who will 
never make a sacrifice in order to sow for 
a harvest, that in the main constitute the 
discontented who go about the country 
shouting against capitalism and the injus- 
tice of our industrial system. 
The men 


who take advantage of the opportunities 
offered by our industrial system get ahead 
in the world readily, and they compre- 
hend that its advantages accrue to them 
as certainly and relatively as substantially 
as to those who on the surface appear to 
be its greatest beneficiaries. 


Undoubtedly a community of interest 


between employer and employe is neces- 
sary in the final solution of our economic 
and social problems. It seems quite pos- 
sible that this is best to be secured by com- 
mon ownership in the undertaking, but 
the employe should understand that his 
ownership is to be acquired only througli 
saving, self-denial and service—just the 
same as nine out of every ten employers 
secured their ownership and went from 
the ranks of labor to the ranks of capital.

of somnambulism. The sleep talker or sleep walker 
has no recollection of his somnambulistic acts in 


s waking hours. 
Why folks talk or walk in their sleep is the ques- 


tion that will show my ignorance. Medical author- 
ties blame a neurotic inheritance for it, much as 
bad actors blame grand father for their hard lives. 
Sleep walking, like pimples and ivy poisoning, 
occurs chiefly among youths because youths are so 
active and busy, and for no other reason that I

ANGLO-FRENCH PARTICIPATION 


IN GERMAN INDUSTRY 


Berlin—The 'BERLINER 
TAGE 


BLATT publishes an article by the 
great industrialist Arnold Rechberg 
on the question of Anglo-French parti- 
cipation in German industry. Rechberg 
sees in it the solution of the financial 
problem. He says: 


"Since the war France's policy 


toward Germany and the whole Eu- 
ropean continent lias been determined 
by two principal motives. -First of 
all France wanted to obtain absolute 
guarantee against another Franco 
German war. At the same time France 
wanted to make Germany repair war 
damages. These two things are diffi 
cult to combine, BO that little by little 
French policy has become an interior 
contradiction. France occupied the left 
bank of'the Rhine to prevent another 
Franco-German war and has complete 
ly disarmed Germany and surrounded 
the Reich by a ring of small military 
states connected with France. 


"But this policy of security has at 


the 
same 
time 
grea'tly 
lessened 


France's chances of being indemni- 
fied for war damages. The occupation 
of the left bank of the Rhine heavily 
encumbers German economy. All this 
has led to such a. chaos in German 
finances that Germany is now utterly 
incapable of paying anything consider 
able towards reparations. 
But as 


France's demands form an important 
chapter in the 
assets of French 


finance, Germany's incapacity to pay 
considerably 
injures 
the 
national 


wealth of France. The confusion of 
German finances resulted in the per- 
petual fall of the mark. The fall of 
the mark is not the result of the con- 
tinual issue of paper money, but rather 
the outward and visible sign of the 
to heavy burden laid on German 
finances, a burden which has made 
the issue of paper money necessary. 
To stop printing- the notes would n6t 
stop the fall of the mark as long as 
German finances continue to be over- 
burdened. 


"The perpetual fall of the mark has 


further had the result that the cost 
of production in German industry is 
much lower than in French industry, 
which is also to the detriment of 
France's national wealth. For all these 
reasons the policy followed by France 
until now burdens the French people 
more than they can bear. 


"It is quite natural that France 


wants to get out of this unfavorable 
situation. 
But it is difficult to find 


the way since the paying- capacity of 


ermany can only be re-established by 


strengthening the German state. And 
i policy of this kind would be in con- 
tradiction with France's desire to keep 
Germany weak for fear of another 
Franco-German war. I am convinced 
that any idea of Germany's recovery 
•seems dangerous to French statesmen. 
The German population is more numer- 
ous than the French. 
The Germans 


manifested 
extraordinary 
qualities 


during the war and accomplished un- 
heard-of feats. 


'In my opinion there is only one 


solution capable of changing the hos- 
pitality of French policy towards the 
Germans, 
into 
perfect 
friendship. 


There ,must be an- alliance between 
France and Germany which will make 
France support and even aid the re. 
establishment of Germany without 
fear for herself. 
This alliance can 


only be established by uniting the vi- 
tal interests of the two countries. This 
union must be so firm and strong 
that it would absolutely prevent all 
possibility of a future war between 
the two great neighboring peoples. 
For this reason we must examine 
and weigh dispassionately the inter- 
ests of the two'countries. 


"On the one hand the alliance must 


ensure to Germany the possibility of 
recovery and at the same time be 
more favorable to France than the 
policy followed until now. 
In my 


opinion 
the conditions for such a 


change, exist. 
The president of the 


National Bank for Germany has not 
pointed out in vain that France pos- 
sesses steol and Germany coal, and 
thus nature has itself traced in a 
certain measure, the way where Ger- 
man and French 
economy should 


meet. It would be very natural then 
that the two industries should unite 
their interests for the equal benefit 
of the two peoples. 
It would seem 


necessary to pursue as far as possible, 
the solution of the reparations problem 
at the same time as this colloboration 


"It is fortunate that German "in- 


dustry has not been drawn into the 
general financial disaster and impover- 
ishment, prevailing nmong millions 
of Germans. Before the, war Germa- 
ny's industry was the greatest source 
of wealth. As long as she had remained 
an agriculturaJ country she had al- 
ways been poor. Industry is not so 
much affected by the financial con- 
fusion because the fall of the mark 
has lessened the cost of production 
and because at the same time she had 


ood markets. 
"After the signing of the Versailles 


Treaty I proposed that German re- 
parations should be transformed, with 
regard to France and England, into 
shares in German industry. 
I pro- 


posed that Germany, should give 30 
per cent of the shares invested in in- 
dustry, to her principal creditors; the 
French and Bfitish governments. 


"Now, 
after three years, the fall of 


the German mark makes the techni- 
cal carrying out of this plan all the 
easier. 


"I have had the satisfaction of know/ 


ing that eminent Americans consi- 
der the carrying out of these plans 
possible. 
I h.ive been assured that 


American finance will give no credit to 
France nor to Germany as long as 
the present animosity continues be- 
tween the two states. 
American 


finance sees in these plans perhaps 
the only means of stabilizing Franco- 
German relations."

WAR NEUROSIS—NOT 


SHELL SHOCK. 


London—The report of the 
War 


Office Commute of inquiry into "Shell 
Shock" was issued yesterday. 


The first recommendation of the 


Committee is that the term "Shell 
Shock" should be cut out of official 
language, and the war-time disorders 
implied by the term put under their 
proper medical headings. 


"War neurosis" is considered to be 


the best general term. "Shell-shock" 


declared to be wholly misleading, 


because it occurred to patients who 
had never seen even within hearing 
of a shellburst. 


Medical evidence shows that in very 


many cases the change from civil life 
brought about'by enlistment and phy- 
sical training was enough to cause 
neurasthenic and hysterical symptoms. 


"No case of psycho-neurosis, or of 


mental breakdown, even when attrib- 
uted to a shell explosion," says the 
committee, "should be classified as a 
battle casualty, any more than sick- 
ness or disease is so regarded. 


"In many cases it is extremely diffi- 


cult to distinguish cowardice 
from 


neurosis, since in both fear is the chief 
causal factor." 


On the question of treatment, the 


committee- state that they "do not 
recommend 
psyho-analysls 
in 
the 


Freudian sense."

of psycho-therapy—i. e., explanation, 
persuasion, and suggestion, aided by 
such physical methods as baths, elec- 
tricity and massage. Rest of mind and 
body is essential In all cases.
